Known to his friends as Tom, he is a multi-tal¬ 
ented, multi-instrumentalist who combines 
unique compositions with fantastical animations 
to produce spectacular performances with his 
band "Triops" 

His inspiration is deeply rooted in 1960s culture 
and he is particularly influenced by American and 
French music, films and art. 

Tom is 34-years-old and has lived in Dorset all 
his life.

■ WHAT do you do in a nutshell? 

I make alot of things. I’m a multi-instrumentalist musi¬ 
cian and film maker. I sing and write my own songs, I 
produce and record them and I make films and anima¬ 
tions to go with them. I do some stop-frame animation 
using models and lately I’ve been developing my own 
technique of making my own paintings and then animat¬ 
ing them. I’ve recently made an animation of some of my 
flower paintings, which will be projected on to a person 
instead of a screen. I sometimes do commissions but 
mainly I work for the pleasure of performing with my 
own group Triops. 

■ WHAT might people expect if they go to a Triops 

gig? 

A multi-sensory experience! We have a film for every 
song and we also link every song with animations that 
are just made especially for that gig. We only do about 
four gigs a year. For years I played in bands doing wed¬ 
dings and pubs and the odd tour as a session musician, 
but I realised I really wanted an outlet to do my own stuff. 
I have a couple of friends who felt the same so we joined 
up and put on shows that are not just gigs but are whole 
performances. Triops means three eyes, there are three of 
us in the band, myself, Lucy Watkins and Rick Veal. 
There’s also an ugly cannibalistic fish of the same name. 

■ WHEN can we next see Triops perform? 

We do have a gig coming up but it’s not until July, and 
it’ll be in Weymouth. We did a similar one last year, and 
it was called “Triops in the Incredible Panoramic Dome”. 
We play in the middle with the audience sitting all around 
us and the entire surface of the dome has panoramic pro¬ 
jections on it. This year’s gig will coincide with the 
Olympics. 



■ WHAT'S cool about Portland? 

The coastline is so lovely. It’s often sunny and when the 
weather’s horrible it’s really dramatic. It’s also a really 
friendly place to live and it’s lacking in pretention. A lot 
of creative people live here who are all really modest. 
And it’s cheap too. I live in a really odd house that has 
bicycles attached to the ceiling and dead moths in the 
fridge. I love living there. 
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■ WHAT instruments do you play? 

Mostly keyboard instruments. For years I’ve played Ham¬ 
mond organ, piano, accordion and old electric pianos. I 
also play guitar and bass and I sing and play drums. I play 
loads of other things too but not necessarily very well. 

■ WHAT kind of music do you make? 

The songs are short, melodic and quite dramatic with 
emotional lyrics about magical heart-breaking situations 
and the sound is a bit other-worldly with lots of vocal har¬ 
monies. I wrote a whole album and sat on it for a while, 
then friends started saying I should put it out, and you can 
now hear some of that on the website. 

■ WHO and what are you biggest influences? 

Terry Gilliam is a big inspiration for my animation, as is 
60s American poster art which uses lots of hand tinted 
Victorian photos. I also got quite obsessed with the 1967 
film of the Monterey pop festival. It was similar to Wood- 
stock but beautifully filmed with lovely saturated colours 
and the quality and sound is really mysterious and lovely. 
It really encapsulates that era. Musically, my all-time 
favourite group are a Brazilian band called Os Mutantes 
but I also like lots of 60s French musicians and producers 
like Serge Gainsborough, and Andre Popp who produced 
60s French music using unusual instruments like gongs 
and harpsichords and recorder trios. I like the French 
music because I don’t speak French at all and I like not 
knowing what the words mean.

NINE community newspapers in Dorset and Somerset 
have a new owner this week in Tindle Newspapers, 
which already publishes more than 200 titles. 

Tindle, a family-owned independent company, have ac¬ 
quired the View From Weymouth, View From Portland, 
View From Dorchester, View From Bridport, View From 
Beaminster and View From Fyme Regis from Fyme 
Media & Events in Fyme Regis. 

Tindle have also taken over the Fyme Media group of 
Weekender titles in Crewkerne, Chard and Ilminster, 
where Tindle has no free newspapers. 

The titles will be published by Devon, Dorset and Som¬ 
erset Series of Newspapers Ftd, a subsidiary of Tindle 
Newspapers Fimited, publishers of the Pulman’s View 
From titles in Axminster.

The combined group will have a total of 15 titles in 
West Dorset, East Devon and South Somerset with a 
combined weekly distribution of 46,000 copies, making 
it a significant player in West Country publishing.

LYME Regis has been 
greatly saddened by the 
death of a local man who 
served in the Royal Navy 
throughout the Second 
World War as a teenager. 

Mr David Tappin died in 
Dorchester Hospital, aged 
85, after bearing a long ill¬ 
ness with great fortitude. 

A service to celebrate his 
life was held at St 
Michael’s Parish Church, 
Lyme Regis, proceeded by 
cremation at Yeovil Cre¬ 
matorium where his four 
grandsons - Matthew, 
Michael, Steven and 
Christopher - acted as pall¬ 
bearers. 

Mr Tappin was born in 
Lyme Regis but orphaned 
by the time he was 11 
years-old. He went to live 
with his aunty and uncle, 
following the death of his 
mother and father, but 
joined the Cadet Navy 
School at HMS St George 
when he was just 14 years 
old. 

He served in the Royal 
Navy for 14 years until 
1956 and rose to the rank 
of Petty Offcer, visiting 
many places around the 
world, including being sta¬ 
tioned in Sydney, Aus-

tralia. Mr Tappin joined 
his first ship, HMS Drake, 
in 1942 at the age of 17. 


Later he saw active service 
on board HMS Newfound¬ 
land at the time of the sign¬ 
ing of the Japanese peace 
treaty in Tokyo Bay on 
September 2nd 1945. 

Mr Tappin married the 
former Miss Eileen 
Wheeler in St Michael’s 
Parish Church in 1955 and 
enjoyed 57 years of happy 
married life. 

After leaving the Navy 
Mr Tappin had various 
jobs before spending 20 
years as a local postman 
before retirement. 

He was known for his 


cheerful disposition and 
sense of humour and was a 
devoted family man. 

The couple lived in Sum- 
merhill Road after their 
weddding, later moving to 
King’s Way and then to 
their home since 1978 in 
Anning Road. 

Mr Tappin is survived by 
his wife and two children- 
Stuart and Andria. 

At the funeral service, 
Stuart delivered a eulogy 
in which he referred to his 
father as “a true family 
man who loved his home 
town”. 

He said: “In fact, his 
home was his castle and 
whenever we were away 
he just wanted to be back 
at home.” 


Red Arrows return for Lifeboat Week 


THE Royal Air Force's crack aerobatic 
team, the Red Arrows, will be appear¬ 
ing at this year's Lifeboat Week in 
Lyme Regis. 

Following the tragedy last summer 
when two of their pilots were killed, 
there were fears that the Red Arrows 
would not be returning to Lyme this 
summer.

Councillors object to 
digging on seafront 
with no permission

COUNCILLORS have 
raised their “strong objec¬ 
tions” to areas of Marine 
Parade being dug up fol¬ 
lowing the approval of a 
planning application for 
the Bay Hotel. 

Work was carried out at 
the Bay Hotel after an ap¬ 
plication for a canopy to 
cover the outdoor seating 
area was approved. Small 
areas of the seafront were 
dug up for the installation 
of posts to hold the 
canopy. 

The issue was raised at 
last week’s Operational 
Management Sub-Com¬ 
mittee meeting, when 
councillors were asked to 
consider a request from 
Bay Hotel owner, Bren¬ 
dan Cable, to create a 
decking area outside the 
establishment. 

Chairman Councillor 
Chris Clipson said he had 
gone to meet Mr Cable to 
discuss his idea for deck¬ 
ing and was “quite dis¬ 
turbed” to find builders 
digging up parts of Ma¬ 
rine Parade. He reminded 
councillors that they had 
recommended approval 
for the canopy and West 
Dorset District Council 
had given final approval. 

Councillor Anita 

Williams said: “That 
doesn’t give them to right 
to dig up our tarmac.” 

Councillor Lucy Camp¬ 
bell added: “Just because 
it went through planning 
doesn’t mean the council 
agreed that they could use 
the land. I’m not in favour 
of either the canopy or the 
decking. It blocks off 
areas of Marine Parade 
that are public.” 

Councillor Williams 
continued: “Planning is 
planning. I could apply for 
planning permission over 
your back garden, it does¬ 
n’t give me the right to 
build on it. 

“I’m upset that they 
have just gone ahead and 
done it. We can’t just let 
them take advantage of us. 
If they are doing this ille¬ 
gally we should stop 
them.” 

The Mayor, Councillor 
Sally Holman, said she 
thought a canopy would 
look better than tables and 
chairs with umbrellas. 
However, Councillor 
Campbell pointed out that 
umbrellas could be 
cleared away when the 
hotel was closed. 

Returning to the request 
for decking, councillors 
asked why Mr Cable 
wanted to install it. Coun¬ 
cillor Clipson reported 
that Marine Parade fell in 
two planes outside the 


hotel, making the tables 
wobbly and uneven. 

Councillor Campbell 
said: “This is Lyme Regis, 
we fall in lots of direc¬ 
tions in lots of different 
places. If it’s too slopey in 
that point don’t put tables 
and chairs there. You have 
to look realistically at 
what space you can use 
for your business.” 

Should be stopped 

Councillor Williams 
said: “I don’t have a prob¬ 
lem with the canopy, it 
probably will look quite 
nice. I don’t in principal 
object to the decking al¬ 
though we may have to 
take legal advice on that. I 
do object strongly to them 
digging up Marine Parade 
without permission. They 
should be stopped.” 

Councillor Mark Gage 
asked what could be done 
to stop them digging with¬ 
out permission. The town 
clerk, Mike Lewis, said 
they could stop it until the 
owner came to the council 
to put forward the idea. 

Speaking on the request 
for decking, Councillor 
Gage said the only perma¬ 
nent or semi-permanent 
thing on Marine Parade 
should be the metal studs 
the council planned to in¬ 
stall to show outlines of 
the area seafront busi¬ 
nesses could use for out¬ 
door seating when they 
had agreed on site li¬ 


censes. 

Councillor Michaela 
Ellis said the site licenses 
should be sorted out as 
soon as possible, pointing 
out that they had not even 
agreed on the space the 
Bay Hotel could use for 
outdoor seating yet. 

She added: “I’m dead 
against this. We have to 
think that the emergency 
services might need to use 
that space. Tables and 
chairs can be cleared 
away quickly but with 
decking it could be some¬ 
one’s life, someone’s 
house.” 

Councillor Clipson 
agreed that site licenses 
needed to be sorted. He 
explained that a letter 
would be going out to 
seafront traders asking 
them to come back with 
what space they would 
like to use by April 30th. 

Councillors will then 
consider the requested 
areas using a map or by a 
site meeting on the 
seafront before metal 
studs are installed on Ma¬ 
rine Parade to outline the 
agreed upon spaces. 

Councillors agreed to 
object to the request for 
decking and ask Mr Cable 
to reinstate the area dug 
up for the canopy and 
asked the town clerk to 
take legal action if neces¬ 
sary. 


Mystery light spotting 
launches coastguards 

LYME Regis Coastguards were launched when a 
mystery light sparked concerns on Friday night. 

Coastguards recieved a report of the light, 
which someone had thought was a morse code 
being sent from out at sea. They were launched 
at 9pm. 

Rescue officers quickly recognised the light as 
that of a south cardinal mark used to warn ships 
of hazardous areas. 

Not further action was taken.

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Amnesty branch learn 
about Burmese activist

AUNG San Suu Kyi wasn't planning on leading the 
opposition when she arrived in Burma in 1988, au¬ 
thor Peter Popham explained during an Amnesty In¬ 
ternational talk in Lyme Regis last week. 

Mr Popham told the Lyme Regis branch that she'd 
only returned to her native country to nurse her sick 
mother for a few months. She was a devoted mother 
and wife, not a political activist, and it was anguish¬ 
ing for her to be separated from her family for the 
many years she was under house arrest.

DONATIONS to buy new lifejackets for the Lyme Regis lifeboat crew have beaten 
the target of £3,500 by hundreds of pounds, with a further boost of £1,500 made 
last week. 

The Lyme Regis crew were set the target to buy the new lifejackets during the 
RNLI's SOS fundraising project in January. 

Lifeboat treasurer John Dover said: "Organisations and individuals really took 
our appeal to heart and we soon reached the target. For example, one man just 
handed us a £20 note as he walked along the Cobb, and at the other end of the 
scale the Rotary Club donated £700 from the Lyme Lunge over Christmas. A 
bingo evening raised £800 and the pupils of St Michael's School donated £115. 

"We've acknowledged all the donations, of course, but we just have to say a 
mighty thank you to everyone and to assure them the money will be put to very 
good use, including training new recruits at their local lifeboat station. 

"The lifejacket appeal was crucial because the safety of our volunteer crew is 
paramount when they answer emergency calls." 

On Saturday a cheque for £1,000 was presented by the Seaton Sea Anglers, 
the result of a year-long fundraising effort. In recent years the anglers have do¬ 
nated a total of £5,750 to the RNLI. 

Chairman Bernie Rosewarne said:"The lifeboat volunteers have helped us out 
in the past, so we feel it only right that we should give 
them a helping hand." 

Bernie presented the cheque to Mr Dover at the an¬ 
glers'annual award ceremony at Winston's, Seaton, 
and at the same time Woodfield Stores proprietors 
Clare and Chris Williams donated a further £50.

She wanted residential care, so she said, so I would buy 
her a Home and live there with her! 


I made a wish list for a small ‘homely’ Home where we 
could: 

1 All be family to each other. 

2 Bring Mum’s precious furniture. 

3 Love to live & explore. 

4 Have cats. 

5 Eat lovely home-cooked food 

6 Have lots of stimulating activities available. 

7 Buy a mobility bus to get out and about. 

8 Build new friendships in our new venture. 

I made a marathon search all over the southwest and Wales 
and looked at 31 homes for sale. Then I found all my wish- 
list in Clarondene in Lyme Regis, and we moved to our new 
life together in 2006. Mum is now buried next to Dad in Ket- 
ton Green Burial Ground in Rutland, but at Clarondene I 
was able to support her in her last years and be beside her 
when she died. 

I measure everyone’s living and passing against that one 
central question - HOW WOULD I LIKE MY OWN MUM TO 
SPEND HER LAST YEARS AND EXPERIENCE HER 
LAST BREATH? 

RIP Mum, and all who have passed away here: We remem¬ 
ber you.

I appreciate that this will result in the loss of some 
short-term parking, but the benefits will undoubtedly 
outweigh the disadvantages. 

Every year we see the Square becoming more and 
more clogged with traffic, causing great difficulty to 
emergency vehicles in particular. As Lyme’s popular¬ 
ity continues to grow, the situation will get much 
worse as the accident potential increases. Action needs 
to be taken sooner than later.

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Bridport's 115 Club - a treat for 
the tastebuds and the ears 


NESTLED in the cellar of the Bridge House Hotel is one 
of Bridport's worst kept secrets - the 115 Club. 

Now three sessions in, the town's only jazz and dining 
experience is gathering fans of its intimate venue 
where a red hot menu meets cool jazz played by some 
of the country's top performers. 

Within the club, with its low ceiling and dimmed light¬ 
ing, are a limited number of tables which means you 
are guaranteed to feel part of a select privileged few al¬ 
lowed to be part of something that is more than just 
music. 

The night I went there were only 16 other people. It 
meant the music and intricacies of Weymouth based 
singer/pianist Julie Lewis had room to shine over top of 
Simon Rushbrook's double bass as they made their way 
through a host of jazz classics. 

But first the night began with a two-course dinner. 
Shown to my table and furnished with a drink, the 
friendly staff made sure I wanted for nothing; although 
my first time, they made me relaxed in a way that made 
me feel I was a regular. 

First came the beautifully 
cooked trio of scallops, which 
were and a real treat - moist, ten¬ 
der and married perfectly with 
chorizo flakes. 

Then I had a chicken breast on 
a bed of chorizo and smoked 
ham cassoulet - something de¬ 
vised by chef Roger Smith and so 
good I would have happily just 
had a huge bowl of it with a 
French baguette. Again the dish 
was cooked perfectly with the 
moist chicken working in tan¬ 
dem with the al dente green veg. 

This was all washed down with 
a Tyrannosaurus Red from the 
Furleigh Estate - just one of a 
dozen wines available from the 
extensive list. 

But really the food is just the 
appetiser for the main event. 


The East Street club is modelled on Steve Rubie’s fa¬ 
mous 606 Jazz Club in Chelsea and aims to showcase 
the finest selection of British musical talents. Primarily 
Jazz (both modern and traditional) the club will also 
host styles such as Blues, Soul, Latin and R&B, per¬ 
formed every other Thursday. 

Judging by the previous artists and the forthcoming 
schedule of established up and coming musicians the 
club's jazz aficionados are in fora real treat. 

Pre-booking for dinner between 7pm and 8pm is 
essential, and guests should telephone on the day 
(between 2pm and 6pm) to confirm numbers in their 
party, at which time they will be informed of the cover 
charge - anticipated at between £5 and £10 per guest.

Driving nine till five 


BEAT THE PETROL CRISIS AND 
SAVE FUEL BY ECO DRIVING! 


DO you ever arrive at work and realise you 
can't remember anything about your 
drive there? 

Diving on auto pilot is a dangerous 
thing, but there are plenty of things you 
can do to make your daily commute safer. 

Keep the car maintained. You may be 
driving with the low sun in your eyes, so 
make sure your windscreen washer fluid 
is topped up and that your windscreen 
and windows are clean. Check and adjust 
your tyre pressure regularly, and keep an 
eye on tread depth - this must be at least 
1.6 millimetres - and their condition. You 
should also keep the oil at the right level 
and check all of your lights work. 

The biggest problem with commuting is 
that everyone travels at the same time. 
People get frustrated and tired and will be 
inclined to behave unpredictably - watch 
out for people changing lanes suddenly 
as they try and get ahead of the traffic. Be 
wary and anticipate the actions of road 
users around you. 

Stay calm. Being stuck in traffic and late 
for work is stressful, so allow a lot more 
time than you're likely to need for the 
journey. I recently spent two hours on the 
M4and covered only three miles. If you're 
going to be late and need to let a col¬ 
league know, pull over into a safe place 
not obstructing other traffic, switch the 
engine off and make the call before carry¬ 
ing on. Avoid rushing the rest of the jour¬ 
ney to make up time. Better late than 
never, especially where your life's con¬ 


cerned. And please, don't be tempted to 
use your smartphone to check your work 
emails while you drive. 

Check the weather forecast before you 
travel, especially when making a long 
journey. Heavy rain always slows traffic 
down, and in very severe weather condi¬ 
tions you need to consider if it's safe to 
travel. When you are on the road, listen 
out for traffic updates on the radio in case 
your route is affected, but never look for 
updates on your mobile phone or satnav 
while on the move.The Highways Agency 
has a useful app with up to date traffic in¬ 
formation for incidents on its roads, but 
remember you are breaking the law if you 
access it on a hand-held device, while 
moving. 

Knowing an alternative route in case of 
an accident or road closures is also useful. 

Does your insurance cover you? Many 
policies will include commuting, but 
make sure they do, and if you start a job 
which involves commuting further re¬ 
member to increase the mileage on your 
insurance premium. If you are expected to 
drive for work, you need to make sure 
your insurer covers you for business 
mileage too. If you have an accident driv¬ 
ing for work, you won't be covered if you 
don't have this. Many employers will have 
driver risk assessment schemes in place, 
and company insurance, but they are not 
legally obliged to do so, so don't leave this 
to chance. Caroline Holmes 


THE 1AM is urging drivers 
to adopt fuel-saving driv¬ 
ing techniques rather 
than stock up on petrol. 

While the queues at fill¬ 
ing stations continue, 
many drivers could save 
up to ten per cent simply 
by adopting a smoother 
driving style. 

1AM chief executive 
Simon Best said: "Green 
driving techniques can 
easily improve fuel effi¬ 
ciency by up to ten per 
cent. In other words, if the 
monthly price of filling up 
is typically two tanks at 
£70 each, an advanced 
driver can save £14 a 
month." 

The 1AM has some 
easy tips to reduce 
fuel consumption: 

• Read the road ahead 
and try to anticipate what 
the traffic around you will 
do, for example at traffic 
lights, roundabouts and 
junctions. There's no use 
accelerating hard away 
just to have to brake 50 
yards on - both MPG 
killers. Cruise control is 
useful and economic for 


smooth driving on long 
journeys, but turn it off on 
hills. 

• Stick to the speed limit. 
Reducing speed from 
85mph to 70mph can 
save up to a litre of petrol 
every 20 miles. 

• Switch off the engine if 
you are going to stop for 
some time at a level cross¬ 
ing or slow-changing 
lights. Small cars use 1.5p 
of petrol every minute 
and medium-sized cars 
lose petrol and money at 
double this rate. 

• Lighten the load. Ex¬ 
cess baggage or an 
empty roof box will in¬ 
crease your fuel con¬ 
sumption. Check that the 
contents of your boot are 
essential, and remove the 
roof box while not in use. 

• Check your tyres. Un¬ 
derinflated tyres will in¬ 
crease your fuel 
consumption by up to 
three per cent. Check tyre 
pressures when the tyres 
are cold, at least once a 
month.

FROM MYTYRES.CO.UK 


SPRING flowers are appearing in parts of the UK 
and so thoughts are beginning to turn to the 
prospect of warmer weather and possibly longer 
and more frequent car journeys, mtyres.co.uk, 
part of Europe's leading online tyre retailer Delti- 
com, is offering motorists some practical road 
safety advice related to the tyres on their vehicles. 
The incentive to check tyres in the cold and dark 
winter months may well have led to these crucial 
components being time expired and in need of 
replacement. 

Mytyres.co.uk is offering the following simple 
five-point safety check: 

Firstly, ensure that all tyres have at least 
3.00mm of tread depth for maximum safety - the 
law requires a minimum of 1.6mm of tread on all 
running tyres. However, experts recommend 
more tread depth for greater safety. A simple tip 
from mytyres.co.uk to drivers who do not have a 
tread depth gauge handy is to look for the three 
letters TWI, or a similar indication with the same 
meaning, such as an arrow, which appear on the 
tyre's sidewall.The letters stand forTread Wear In¬ 
dicators (as well as the arrow) and adjacent to 
those letters are raised areas at the base of the 
tread grooves, set at 1.6mm. This indication 
serves as a visual warning of when the tyre is ap¬ 
proaching or at the minimum legal limit. 

Secondly, check and adjust if necessary tyre 
pressures against the manufacturer's handbook 
recommendations. Incorrect tyre pressures in¬ 
crease wear and use more fuel and increase C02 
emissions. 


Thirdly, check for uneven wear or other damage 
which can be caused by tyres/wheels being out 
of alignment following hitting a kerb or a pothole 
in the road. It is recommended that if in doubt 
motorists should consult an expert at a garage or 
tyre fitting station. 

Fourthly, clean dirt from around the tyre valve 
and fit dust caps. And checkfor any sidewall dam¬ 
age, cuts or bulges, again if in doubt about any 
possible damage drivers should check with an ex¬ 
pert. 

And finally, if whilst driving the driver experi¬ 
ences vibration, wheel wobble or discovers ad¬ 
verse signs of wear, front tyres should be checked 
for balance. 

Should replacement tyres be required, a wide 
range of quality tyres - in excess of 100 brands 
and 25,000 different models - are on offer to suit 
all requirements by checking www.mytyres.co.uk.
